To reach the position he holds to- 
day, Commissioner Hay has served 
an apprentice*;!)]]] — If we may so 
term it — in practically every branch 
Of the War, Ills Soldiership was of 
comparative chart duration. His 
Training over, he was commissioned 
as Lieutenant, and on the night- ho 
stood between the pillars of the 
Training Home with his first commis- 
sion In his poefcet he said, "I am 
Ood's. I am a Salvationist. I will 
go- nowhere, do nothing, enter into 
no engagement, read no hook, and 
patronise nothing that will block my 
progress." 

A Pushing Young 'Officer, 

Naturally, co energetic and' em- 
phatic a young gantloman would not 
remain Lieutenant long, and after 

, promotion to the rank of Captain nnj 
the command of several Corps, lie 
was, In 188G, appointed- A.D.C. to the 
present Commissioner Rldsdel. 

On tie Staff, Commissioner Hay 
applied thote same principles of 
rigid, perseveranco which are among 
his chief characteristics, mastering 
the Intricacies of book-keeping, get- 

■ ting up early and sitting up late, In 
order to fit himself for bis post. His 
all-rqund knowledge of Salvation 
Army: Work has not, then, been 
gained without going through the 
mill,' Divisional commands followed 
Lis A.TJ.C.-Bbjp, and then came Lie- 
partmental work at the British Na- 
tionaf Headquarters.

ment truly Jind well." He repre- 
sents mucin that Is most advanced 
and progressive In present day Sal- 
vatlonlum. Those cnrly Salvat'OnlstH, 
with their rugged personalities, 
earnest piety, and Indomitable cour- 
age, like Canadian pioneerH, iiene- 
tratcd unknown forest depths, "blaz- 
ing" a trail for others to follow, and 
making a clearing upon which 
future townships could rise and 
flourish. 
Completing the Pioneers' Work. 

On the hcela of the pioneers are 
the organisers, road makers, build- 
ers, administrators and statesmen. 
To the latter class the Commission- 
er belongs. It Is difficult to obtain 
comparisons, but, given the samo 
outside opportunities. Commissioner 
Hay would Inevitably have gotten 
to the top In a commercial or man- 
agerial capacity.

It could hardly have dawned upon 
the Clydeside laddie, as he ambled 
his way to school through the streets 
of Govan, his native town, that be 
would, ever fill so Important a posi- 
tion. Though the thoughts ol youtii, 
as Longfollow has It, are "Ion;, 
long* thoughts,' 1 his did not qr.lto 
stretch over a quarter of a century, 
lor It la worth noting that on the 
very day The General banded blm 
his CommlSBlonersblp, be completed 
his first twenty-flve years' service for 
God, twenty-four of which bad been 
spent as a Salvation Army Officer. 
An Unusual Circumstance. 

It Is also worth noting that tbe 
day off or his promotion, the Commis- 
sioner was announced to lecture the 
Cadets fn Training, where, under 
Commissioner Howard who was then 
In charge of the International Train- 
ing Territory, he bad, twenty-four 
years previously, acted In tbe capac- 
ity of bugler. He was. Indeed, one 
of the first Cadets to enter the Clap- 
ton Humes, and is the first Officer

Things That Have Helped, 

Two gifts — one natural and tbe 
other acquired — have belied biiu up 
the ladder. Tbe first is a natural 
aptitude for that much-libelled but 
Indlspeusable friend called Figures! 
Or it would be more correct to say 
Bgures and what tbey represent. 
When at school be did well in bis 
sums; and before be left it, bis 
worthy schoolmaster had given tbe 
future Commissioner In The Salva- 
tion Army a shove in tbe cultivation 
of this capacity. Commissioner Hay 
is a calculator. He reckons things 
up. "Where will this policy lead to? 
Is it right? Ts It wise? What will 
It cost? Who will do It? Can we 
do better?" 

Then the Commissioner has ac- 
quired some excellent balilU, out- of 
which la tbe habit of taMsg trouble. 
"What does this mean " he wiU 
ash, when some subject Is presented 
to blm In the line of duty, to wbicli 
he Is a stranger or only partially In- 
formed upon.

'in order to obtain Information as 
to the direction of ocean currents, 
Sealed bottles are orten set adrift.

Sates anil the latitude and longitude 
of the storting and finishing points 
Of the voyage. 

It a man finds a bottle on tho 
beach and follows directions, ho 
malls tho paper to the Hydrographlc 
Office, whoee experts trace the path 
Hollowed by tho bottle, delineating 
this path on the map which forms a 
part of the regular pilot chart given 
to navigators who furnish marlno 
Sata to tbo office. A star on tho 
map murks tho point at which tho 
bottle was cast' adrift, a circle the 
point of recovery, and a number is

take counsel with their seeming good 
fortune, hug themselves with com- 
placency and gal'y sot sal for Tar- 
shlsh ! 

Abralom found Abithophel and the 
men of Israel ready lo Sock to bis 
standard when he raised it in revolt 
against King David bis father.

Judas found the High Priest and h's 
party ready to pay bard, cold cash 
for the betrayal or Jesus.

Hudson's hopes were raised still 
higher when the river broadened out 
into the Tappan Zee; but as be went 
farther north, he saw that after 
all. this splendid stream was but a 
river. Probably at what is now 
Albany., he turned his prow once 
more southward, and, after a nioaih 
of careful exploration, be passed out 
into she 0P en sea. 

It was thus that Henry Hudson 
gave liis name to one of tie noblest 
and most beautiful rivers in the 
world; and in a true sense of the 
word, he may be called its real dis- 
coverer. Xot Ions afierwands the 
Dutch besaa 10 settle along its 
banks. 
The Founding of New York, 

The Island of Manhattan was pur- 
chased in I62P, by Peter Minuit, the 
director of the Dutch Colonies, who 
gave tbe Indians twenty-four dollars' 
worth of heads for twenty-two thous- 
and acres of land. He built a fort on 
what is now the Eattery, and uamei 
the new settlement New Amsterdam. 

The town srew very slowly. In 
1653 there were only eight hundred 
people In New Amsterdam; hut in 
that year a book wrlt'en by Joest 
Marges esciied much !a!e*est ia 
Europe as to the colony; and in 2661 
emigration had raised the number oJ 
inhabitants to fiftee:: hundred. Yet

— avels In . hluh Columbus had made 
Tils memorable voyage more than a 
hundred years before. That Henry 
Hudbon could ssill It In the tooth of 
tempests ^iich us try the strength of 
modern o .!an monsters, must be 
taken as a proof of his seamanship 
and the stoutness of his heart, 
Hudson Sails Into New York Bay. 

From Nova Sella, Hudson sailed 
eouth; foe it occurred to him that 
Jiet'lfips somewhere, In what he now 
perceived to he n continent, there 
might be an open waterway through 
■Which lie soul,! \nm to the Pacific, 
Hb nosed his ship curiously Into 
'Penobscot Hay. further south, he 
panned Cape Nod, Nantucket, and 
Martha's Vluoynrd, and later still, 
the entrance of the Chesapeake Bay, 
Of which Robert Jewett wrote lu 
Ills Journal: 

"This Is the entrance Into ttia 
King's River (tli e J times River), lu 
Virginia, wliei'e our Englishmen 
are." 

Hudson luiew that this water had 
Seen explored; no ho returned nolili- 
-ward, and entered Delaware liny, 
Which HltovWso was, obviously, not a 
Jiaiisage to tin- Orient, go, continu- 
ing carefully, on the 2nd of Septem- 
ber he saw the Highlands of Nave. 
, aiak, and the "Halt Moon" moved 
j tilowiy into the lower waters of Nov/ 
* fffork Bay. Jwwott records: —

f noon, we canto to three great rivers.

Hudson kept his ship at anchor 
for a while, hut allowed his meu to 
BO out In the small boats and ex- 
plore the coast, and to east lines for 
flsli; for, in Jewett's words, "there 
were many salmons and mullets and 
rays very great." A persistent tra- 
dition has it that some of the Dutch 
sailors landed on what U now Coney 
Island, where they foun,| a forest of 
plum-trees laden with fruit and 
twined about with grape-vines, 

Hudson Discovers His River. 

On the 11th of September, Hudson 
passed through the Narrows and 
unthored In the Upper Bay, Here 
he saw what ho called the "Great 
North River or New Netherlands." 
and curiously enough, though it now 
bears Hudson's name, New Yorkers 
still describe It eollouulally as "the 
North niver." So broad and splen- 
did did It seem to him, that he 
thought It might be the waterway 
that would ultimately lead him west- 
ward to China and the "lsle3 or 
Sldce," So he hoisted his sail and 
beat leisurely up the stream, passing 
the Island which was soou after- 
ward to be called Manhattan. It was 
then a grassy strip of land, wooded
